ROUTE AND PLANTING INSTIGATORS WITHIN THE MARCHING GROUPS. THE INSTIGATORS WOULD 
CONSIST OF UPD. ANIS AND ISTA MEMBERS WHO WOULD CREATE DISTURBANCES AND CONFUSION 
WITHIN THE RANKS OF THE MARCHERS. DE SOLA ALSO SUGGESTED REDUCING THE NUMBER OF
